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NURSES NEED SECURITy 

(This paper was given by Mrs, French of the 
Manufacturers’ Life Insurance Co. at the District 
No. 5 meeting of the R.N.A.O.) 


T O-DAY we find most classes of workers 
security-minded and nurses, who have been 
taught self-sacrifice from their first days of train¬ 
ing, have become aware that they must also plan 
future security. 


Insecurity causes worry and fear of the future 
if we are getting near retirement age. We know 
a good school of nursing needs to be assured of 
an adequate and stable income; that it needs to 
be placed on a sound economic basis in order to 
function at its best. So, too, must nurses have 
their affairs placed on a sound economic basis if 
they are to function at their best. 


In building future security two things are 
important; first, to have an objective and a plan 
to reach it and, secondly, to understand money 
and how it gets its value. When we receive our 
pay cheque, that piece of paper is valueless until 
we exchange it at the Bank for dollars. Those 
dollars represent the value of the work we have 
done. We have turned our energy, thought, and 
experience into dollars to give us food, shelter 
and clothing, the common requirement of all 
people. 


While we are young and earning money, this 
problem is a simple one, but, unfortunately, our 
earning power wears out and, as a result, we find 
many nurses of sixty, who have not saved con¬ 
sistently, reduced to menial work. 


It is important, therefore, to save some of our 
dollars in a safe place where they are guaranteed 
to come back to us as life income. If we plan at 
age twenty-five (approximately two years after 
graduation) to consistently save One Dollar and 
Fifty-five Cents each week, we will have guaran¬ 
teed for life from age 60 an income of Twenty 
Dollars per month or a lump sum of $4,000.00. 
However, if we need a lump sum of money at an 
earlier age, we have access to the money which 
we have saved (This is important to a woman), 
or convert to a different schedule of payments to 
be received as income.

Private duty nurses must build their 
own security as they have no employer.

Let us 
remember that the dollars we use to buy Insur¬ 
ance, when invested in turn by the Insurance 
Companies, are helping to build Canada and make 
it a better country in which to live and work.
